may be allowed to opt for pay and allowances as applicable 
under these regulations on and from the first day of April. 
1997; on exercising such option, he will be fitted on the 
pay in such a manner that the pay as set out in Regulation 
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4(2) alongwith the dearness allowance payable thereon as 
on 01-04-1997 is nearest to his existing salary (i e. pay 
plus dearness allowance) being drawn in terms of sub¬ 
regulation (2) on 11-03-1997. 

(b) in regulation 23, 

(i) after sub-regulation (iii), the following proviso 
shall be inserted, namely 

‘Provided that on and from the first day of April. 
1997, the provisions of this sub-regulation shall 
have effect as if for the letters, figures and words 
“Rs, 40/- p.m. or Rs. 25/- p.m ", the letters, figures 
and words “Rs, 125/- p.m. or Rs. 100/- p.m.” had 
been respectively substituted.';
